M. VIVIANI’S STRIKING PLEA. 


The Paris Correspondent of The Times 
writes :—If those who have to apply the Treaty 
of Versailles are not in agreement all is lost, 
said M. Viviani in conversation to-day, when I 
asked him to tell me what he thought of the 
present state of Anglo-French relations. 

M. Viviani, who was Prime Minister when 
the war came in 1914, and who has since so 
often and so eloquently represented bis country 
at the conference table, holds no office in France 
now, though he represents France in the As- 
sembly of the League of Nations, and it was 
as a Frenchman simply that he spoke. 

“ How did the legend of French intransigence 
and of eur desire to follow a policy that would 
end in isolation, in separation from the Kntente, 
come into being and spread,” asked M. Viviani. 
He answered his own question with chara¢- 
teristic eloquence. “France has known many 
vicissitudes, but rarely so strange an experience 
as has now. befallen her. In defeat she heard 
upon the lips of the world words of pity, wound- 
ing to her pride in victory. Blood-stained with 
hef efforts for the common cause, she has been 
treated with calumny. .In defeat she was 
treated as fallen and corrupt; in victory she is 
accused of dreams of Iniperialist adventure.”

The ‘famine problem is not only concerned 
with the question of how many persons will 
die from starvation, but also with the question 
whether it will be possible in the near future 
to restore the agricultural, industrial, and 
econemic life of the people on which the wel- 
fare of the famine districts, as well as a great 
part of Russia as a whole, depends. 

In conclusion; the memorandum states that 
the economic life of central Enrope cannot be 
restored before trading with Soviet Russia is 
commended and that a large trade between 
Russia and the othér oountres cannot be 
satisfactorily restored until the famine is 
checked.—(Reuter.)

LICENSING LAWS. 
STRICT ENFORCEMENT 
' NEEDED. 


A. statement, which has been submitted by 
the Irish Temperance Societies to the Minister 
for Home Affairs in the Provisiona] Govern- 
ment, contends that there is no legal right to 
sell intoxicants in Ireland on Christmas Day, 
and only the power to sell them on Sundays in 
the five cities between 2 and 5 p.m. It sug- 
gests that the hours, 9 a.m. to 9.30 p.m., for 
opening in Dublin are sufficient, and, if not 
curtailed, should be retained. : 

The statement adds that the practice of leav- 
ing a child oytside a public-house while the

THE PUBLIC ANXIETY. 
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While there is general satisfaction that 
another effort towards peace is to be made 
during the next few days by. the Dail 
Committee, the reports submitted by the 
representatives of the two political parties 
at Thursday's session do. not give much 
. hope of a permanent settlement. 

There seems; however, to be more in Mr. 
Boland’s plea for further negotiation than 
meets the eye, as he would hardly have 
undertaken tha rdle-of optimist unless he 
had ‘some official knowledge that a further 
advance was contemplated by his side. 

There is reason for believing that the 
negotiations hitherto have really been de- 
voted to manceuvring for position, for the 
purpose of ascertaining the views prevail- 
ing in the respective camps. It is evident, 
too, that the back-benchers, especially on 
the Republican side, are effectively using 
their forces to secure a settlement. How 
far their influence will affect the position 
of their leaders time alone will show. 

The Conejliation Committee is likely to 
meet again at the Dublin Mansion House 
to-day, when it will approach its task in 
a new light, as the proceedings on Thurs- 
day and the unofficial conferences which 
took place yesterday will enable its mem- 
bers more clearly to see how they stand. 

In the meanwhile public anxiety is tense, 
as the condition of the country shows no 
signs of improving, and nothing apparently 
is being done to ensure protection of life 
and property. The suggestion in the Irish 
Times yesterday that the ten officers who 
started the peace negotiations should be 
constituted as a Committee of Public 
Safety has been received with general 
approval by the business community as 
a means of staying the paralysis which is 
gradually creeping over the country’s 
trade. 

The decision of the Standing Committee 
of the All-Ireland Ratepayers’ Association 
to postpone the demonstration fixed for 
to-morrow in the Pheyix Park, in view of 
the peace efforts, is regarded as wise in 
the circumstances. It is hoped that there 
will be no occasion to hold it; but, should 
the necessity arise, it is certain to have 
the support of the vast majority of the 
public.

He 
remarked that it was obvious that the revolt- 
ing murders in Belfast had an effect on the 
present situation; out the Belfast massacres 
could not be considered any justification for 
the outrages to which the deputation had 
alluded. 
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TIME FOR ACTION, 
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MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S ANXIETY 
ABOUT IRELAND. 


Mr. Chamberlain, addressing a mass meeting 
of women Unionists at the Queen’s Hall, Lon- 
don, vesterday afternoon, said that he hoped 
that they would set their faces against organis- 
ing as a Women’s Party. The division of 
political parties on the lines of class interests 
would be a disaster to the country; but a 
greater disaster would be a division upon the 
lines of sex. 

He recalled’ that he had been in Parliament 
30 years. Thirty years of hard labour was a 
sentence which the Courts did not allow, but 
at each election his offence had been found 
sufficient to send him -back to the “ Parlia- 
mentary penitentiary.”’ 

Looking: back over a long period of years, 
said Mr. Chamberlain, while each generation 
found its own burdens, and often beavy 
burdens, had the world ever been confronted, 
with problems with possibilities eo dangerous? 

Referring to Ireland, Mr. Chamberlain said 
that ‘he could not conceal his anxiety at what 
was happening. The Government had made a 
great effort to secure peace on the ' most, 
generous terms. He could not help feeling 
that the responses had been . disappointing, 
though he believed in the good faith of the 
Irish signatories to the Treaty, and that the 
great mass of the Irish people, irrespective of 
creed or political opinion, desired peace and 
wished the Treaty to be maintained. He could 
not, nevertheless, but be greatly disturbed by 
the signs of disorder and murder and outrage 
which were apparent to-day. 

We have thought it right to show great 
patience, he continued, but I think the time 
has come when we may expect those who 
signed the Treaty with us—those who now 
form the Prowisional Government exert 
themeelves actively. They must exort them- 
selves resolutely, and at every cost to give 
protection to the citizens who are within their 
charge, and to relieve their country of the stain 
which is affecting its reputation, ani show rot 
merely their good faith and their desire to 
keep the Treaty, but their power to do eo. 
(Cheers.)

There was a most impressive ceremony this 
morning, when King George, accompanied. by 
Field-Marshal Earl Haig, Sir Fabian Ware, cf 
the Imperial War Graves Commission, and his 


Cemetery at Notre Dame de Loretie to ‘pay 
homage to France's dead. 

After a 15-mile journey by car through a 
desolate, ravaged country, appearing 3 its 
bleakest under the grey sky, His Majesty 
reached the cemetery, which is situated at the 
top of a hill commanding a bird’s eye view 
of the countryside. The approach to the 
cemetery lies up a steep and rugged -road, 
bordered by. posts sn with the. French 
colours, while at the highest point, which is the 
centre oí the cemetery, flies the tricolour flag, 
a great baitered gun standing near by, with 
its. muzzle pointing towards the shell-torn plain, 

His Majesty on alighting from his car was 
received by Marshal Foch, General Weygand, 
the Prefect of the Pas de Calais, and French 
military officials. The King greeted Marshal 
Foch warmly, and, to the accompaniment of a 
fanfare of trumpets and the, straifis of a 
French military band, His Majesty . inspected 
the guard of henour. 

The King and those accompanying him then 
walked the whole length of the cemetery, in-

After a few moments’ conversation, His 
Majesty re-entered his car and drove away, re- 
ceiving an enthusiastic send-off. 

The Royal party motored to Albert, a run of 
about forty miles, passing through Arras, with 
its great Cathedral of ruined walls and piled 
masonry, its wrecked houses and streets, to 
Bapaume, and thence to Warlencourt Cemetery. 

There His Majesty alighted and inspected a 
detachment of Gardeners, all ex-Service men. 
The King was greatly interested in the working 
party which travel from place to place with 
an outfit of gardeners’ tools to look after the 
various scattered cemeteries.

ALBERT-DOULLENS ROAD. 


After a short halt at Albert for lunel is 
Majesty left again by motor car on the AlWert- 
Doullens road. Rain began to fall heavily, but 
this did not deter His Majesty, who made a 
long inspection of the Warley Baillon Ceme- 
tery, which is located in an orchard in which 
fruit trees’ in blossom are still standing. ' 
Large crowds gathered alone the roadside, in 
spite of the biting wind and rain, in their 
eagerness to greet the British Sovereign. With 
the cemetery at Forceville, which was the next 
to be reached, the King expressed himself as 
much pleased, exclaiming to Field-Marshal Lord 
Haig: 'A very, nice cemetery.” During an 
inspection here of ex-Service men gardeners, 
His Majesty stopped to question one man, who 
was wearing medals, including the D.C.M., the 
Modaille Militaire, and the Croix de Guerre, and! 
called Lord Haig’s attention to them. 

On leaving this cemetery, a visit was paid to 
Louvencourt, which concluded’ the programme, 
after which the Royal party returned to Albert, 
which’ place was’ reached at three im the after- 
noon, after a total journey of some 25 miles in 
driving rain and intense cold, at a speed ef 40 
miles an hour. 

At .3.30 the Royal train left Albert for 
Amiens, en route to Picquigny, where it is due 
ta arrive at-four o'clock, and where a short halt 
will be made to visit the cemetery there.

The British Labour Party's plans - for 
the relief of unemployment were unfolded 
at Westminster yesterday by Mr, Thomas 
Griffiths. -. 

Stated briefly, the chief. proposals ate— 
To give the ‘Minister of Labour unlimited 
power to regulate the, hours and conditions 
of work; to establish State institutions at. 
which men who lose their jobs. can be 
trained for other classes of.work ; to make 
the dole bear some relation to the needs 
of the worker and his dependents ; and to 
allow no person to engage a worker with- 
out the assent of the Employment Ex- 
change. & já 

The scheme was criticised severely by 
Sir. Frederick Banbury and the Minister 
of Labour. The latter declared that it 
might be good socialism, but it was 
“thundering bad business.” . 

He added that the solution of the unem- 
ployment problem lay ‘in a revival of 
trade. They must “ peg away at Genoa, 
and peg away at the trade facilities and 
export credit scheme.”

the Prevention of Unemployment Bill, 
that the Government had failed to take proper 
steps to avert the sufferings which accompanied 
the recurrent periods of unemployment and 
the tremendous waste which the enforced. idle- 
ness of large masses of willing workers 
entailed. Since the beginning of last year at 
least £10,000,000 had been spent out of trade 
union funds in the relief of unemployment. 

The number of persons receiving relief. from 
the rates had risen frq@m one in 67 in 1920 to 
one in 28 of the population at the end of 
September last. ie bill. proposed that the 
Minister of Labour should*havé tfansferred to 
him the necessary powers 6 “frame and carry 
into effect a co-ordinated national! ‘pdlicy. The 
Labour Party did not believe that a centralised 
bureaucratic scheme would “meet “the need. 
There must be full co-operation between the 
Govermment. and. the local authorities, 

The bill provided that, in order to maintain 
employment at as constant a leyel as possible, 
the Minister for Labour should consult with 
the various Government deparimenis, and 
advise as to the distribution of work, according 
to the state of employment. “The same con- 
sideration should prevail in .the making of 
grants-in-aid to local authorities. Labour 
schemes should be carried into effect’ as the 
state of labour dernanded.- National reconstruc- 
tion and development should,-as far as possible, 
be concentrated in the lean years. The same 

licy as to the regularisation of schemes of 
work should be adopted by the local employ- 
ment committees which the bill proposed to 
establish. : These committees would be repre- 
sentative of capital and labour. By action on 
these lines the Labour Party believed that 
fluctuations in the volume. of employment 
between good and bad years coyld be largely 
diminished. 

The bill also proposed to transfer to the 
Minister for Labour power. to regulate the 
hours and conditions of labour, “soa that, 
whg the necessity arose, the available work 
might be spread as widely as possible.” *° The 
sabour Party thonght that the Government 
Should maintain institutions for the training 
of the unemployed. Moreover, the “ miserably 
madequate” dole. must be increased, > The 
weekly payments should bear some relation to 
the needs of the worker and his dependents. 


KEEN CRITICISM. 

Sir F. Banbury, who moved the rejéction of 
the Bill, said that the scheme proved the truth 
of Mr. Churchill's statement that the Labour 
Party were not fit to govern. 
more likely to create unemployment than to 
remedy it. The Bill proposed to give the 
Minister of Labour a staff of millions, and to 
make him monarch of all he surveyed: It 
laid it down that no one should engage a man 
without the assent of the employment exchange. 
What a monoply that would be! . Under Clause 
17, the half of the popuiation, which was being, 
maintained by the other half, were -not pre- 
vented from exercising the franchise, and ‘they 
eould send to Parliament men to advocate’ not 
only adequate mamtenance, but also the pro- 
vision of champagne and oysters. Everyone 
wanted to see the country prosperous, but. to 
secure prosperily, one mast protect. life and 
roperty, allow a man to reap the fruits of 
his labour, and encourage saving and thrift. 
Sir Croyton Marks said that the Bill would 
provide a refuge for those who would not work. 
Dr. Maecnamara said that the Bill would 
creata difficulties greater than those that it 
sought to remove. The central principle wae 
that the State should find work or maintenance. 
The relief work that had been. provided only 
touched the fringe of the problem. It. did 
nothing for the clerks and the ‘craftsmen. 
Under tis Bill the State would. have to. find 
a great amount of relief work. ‘What about 
the other unemployed, who could not particl- 
pate in any relief work? They would still have 
well over 1,000,000 people ynemployed, 
for whom work of an entirely different 
character, suited to their qualifications, - would 
have to be provided. The Labour Party realised 
that, and had a gloriously simple. remedy for 
those for whom relief work could. not .be found. 

They would open State factories for the 
manufacture of goods; they would find work 
for A by displacing B; they would socialise 
one man into a job by socialising’ another man 
out of it. The cost of production would be 
very high, goods so manufactured could not find 
a market, the price would not attract buyers. 
That might be first-class Socialism, but it was 
thundering bad business. The money would 
have to be borrowed, and borrowing would send 
up the cost of living.

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EGYPT'S CASE. 
ILLITERACY AND POLITICS. 
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EGYPT, April, . 1922. 


The Irishman in Egypt is often surprised by 
the lack of knowledge possessed by his brothers 
at home about this great country. He reads 
in the Irish papers that such-and«such an 


Egyptian has said this or said that; occasionally + 


be reads leaders or sub-leaders, dealing with the 
pohtica]l questions of the country, but when he 
goes home on leave he is at once struck by the 
ignorance that prevails in Ireland about Egypt, 
and, above all, about the Egyptian himself as a 
politician. 

The British official has been so vilified of past 
years that he is apt, when denounced by the 
Egyptian, merely to shrug his shoulders at the 
notorious ingratitude of the native. Hence 
people at home hear only one voice, complaining 
loudly that England has down-trodden hie race 
for forty years, and tá endeavouring to hold it 
in continual subjection. 

Ninety per cent. of the Egyptians are 
illiterate’ farmers, who know and care nothing 
about politics. The “ fellah’’ of the fields 
knows that he must till his land in order to 
live, but politically he is inarticulate, unless he 
be approached through his religion, and then 
he may be dangerous, for the British official is 
a Christian, and the Egyptian is a Moslem. 
But he does not hate the foreigner as an 
official; on the contrary, he sees plainly the 
improvements which have been sade in Egyp- 
tian agriculture, irrigation, and finance, by the 
British official. He is by no means eager for 
political change. 

The class which is causing the country 60 
much harm is a class which, as a political 
factor, could not exist in Ireland, where parental 
authority is still a force. It is composed of 
i gree and students, ranging from 
18° to 20 years of age. Sons of the 
iliterate farmer, they are provided with 
what is, under the circumstances, an 
excellent education at a ridiculously low price. 


While they are mastering the elements of his-. 


tory, English and French, they read of the 
many patriotic movements in the world, which 
culminated in the throwing off of the yoke of 
oppressors and in the creation of self-governed 
countries. The thought springs impetuously to 
their minds, “Why should not Egypt be com- 
pletely free and self-governed?” They forget 
that the country to which the belong fas 
pever been noted for moral strength and tenacity 
of will. They forget that the Egyptian has 
been ruled since the Pharaohs y foreign 
races, and that his character has suffered, per- 
haps irremediably, in the process. They do 
not care that it is a brief forty years since 
their fathers were rescued from financial chaos 
and taught how a civilised country should be 
TUsaal. 

These Egyptian schoolboys constitute an un- 
disciplined mob, and, in the true manner of a 
mob, they ignore unpleasant facts, cling to 
catchwords, and worship political leaders, who 
know only too well how to feed their vanity. 
Their cry is, “Give us our country; leave us 
alone, and we shall defend ourselves with a 
great army and navy, and bring our country 
to the pinnacle of fame.” The half-Occidental, 
half-Oriental position of Egypt does not worry 
them, the awful glliteracy of the fellaheen 


makes no impression, and the acute state of 


i the fimances is disregarded. Give them inde- 


pendence and Egypt will spring fully panoplied 
from the wreck of British maladministration, 
ready to take her place among the Great 
Powers of the world. i 

At the head of these students are Egyptian 
politicians who recognise the foolishness of their 
followers’ battlecries, but, basely enough, en- 
courage them in the hope of gaining political 
fame and power through the numerical 
superiority of their supporters. Zaghlul Pasha, 
their chief, was an able Egyptian, who, like 
other politicians, became affected with megalo- 
mania. He was the idol of the students, 
and fostered their . devotion so astutely 
that before his deportation to the 
Seychelles, he had at his cail a jarge body of 
adherents, ready, in their enthusiastic fervour, 
to obey well-nigh any order that their beloved 
dictator chose to give. His megalomania grew 
until the patience of all reasonable people was 
exhausted, and he was summarily deported. His 
followers, like sheep without a shep wan- 
der bewildered in the political deseri, and there 
is at last hope that some tructive work may 
be dome by the amail of enlightened 
Egyptian statesmen, which exists’ and labours, 
though it does not cry from the housetops.

We secm to acquire a militant interest in the 
affairs of State with our alphabet, and, as a 
general rule, it is absurd to say of any Irish- 
man that he “ takes no part in polities.” Ever'y- 
thing is relative, and while, perhaps, ¢éompared 
with an Englishman or a Jew, Mr. Barry may 
have more than the average amount of poli- 
tical instinct, compared with the majority of 
Irishmen he is as a babe in the tortuous ways 
of the platform and the ante-chamber. For one

thing, he has too much work to do. Busy men 
of affairs never can spare the time to learn 
the game of*politics properly, and Mr. Barry 
is one of the busiest men in Ireland to-day. 

Like so many others of his kind, Mr. Barry 
used to be what is known loosely as a Southern 
Unionist. The term really had very little polli- 
tical significance even before the Treaty. Now 
it has none. Yét it serves to indicate a type 
of Irishman which is likely to survive the most 
measta ar) political changes—a_ ty without 
which Ireland would be, quite possibly, a more 
lively place at times, but a poverty-stricken 
wilderness in a twelvemonth, Men like Mr. 
Barry have kept Irish business alive throughout 
all the tumultuous times of revolution 
which we have experienced. We have 
them to thank for the fact that, in 
spite of bullet-swert streets and torn-yp rail- 
way lines, in spite of strikes and stoppages, 
highway robberies and midnight murders, the 
commercial life of Ireland has pursued ite 
normal course. Bank balances have risen; men 
and women have never wanted for food or 
clothing, warmth or light. The business men 
of Southern Ireland have “carried on,” and 
no praise can be too great for their achieve- 
ment. Now, that a new order of things has 
arisen, they are still ‘‘ carrying on.” . They 
have shed whatever prejudices may lave been 
bequeathed to them by generations of hard- 
working forebears, and to-day they are giving 
their brams and their energies to the new 
Ireland, without stint or grudge. 

Mr. Barry by birth is an Ulsterman. He was 
born of Presbyterian parents in the little 
village of Ballycarry, Co. Antrim, in 1873. 
They were of an old Ulster stock, and many 
of Mr. Barry’s best qualities have been inherited 
from a race which has left its mark on every 
country in Christendom. He went to school in 
his native village, but did not remain there 
long, for in 1887, at the age of fourteen, hé 
entered the service of the Belfast. and Northern 
Counties Railway go ó He stayed there 
for: four years, after which he transferred his 
allegiance to the firm of G. and J. Burns, the 

. , ab Harbour. . 

Shortly afterwards he: was promoted to Glas- 

gow, where he gained considerable experience 
in the head office of the firm, and then he was 
sent to Liverpool for five years, From Liverpool 
he was sent back to Belfast, where he remained 
for another eight years, and finally, in 1908, 
when the Burns people took over the Dublin 
and Glasgow Steampacket Company, better 
known as the Duke Line, Mr. Barry came to 
Dublin. 
For four years he was employed in further- 
ing the interests of G. and J. Burns in Dublin, 
but. in 1912 he left them to become 
manager and secretary of the British and Irish 
Steampacket Company. Since that time he 
has been at Sir John Rogerson’s quay, and 
when, in 1919, the ''B. and I.” absorbed the 
Tedcastle and MacCormick and the City of 
Dublin Lines, Mr. Barry was appointed Genera] 
Manager of the whole concern. 

During the war the Government requisitioned 
the steamers of the City of Dublin Steam 
Packet Company, charging Mr. Barry with the 
management of their services in pationa) in- 
terests. While engaged on this important task 
be was associated with Mr. H. G. Burgess, and 
after the war was awarded the Order of the 
British Empire for his work. 

iis chief interest now is the British and 
Irish Company, which is a purely Irish con- 
cern, and was registered in Dublin so far back 
as 1837. All its steamers are registered in 
Dublin, and, of course, all its taxes will be 
paid to the Irish Free State. - Mr. Barry's 
company, therefore, is one of Ireland’s fore- 
most commercial assets, and he is determined 
to do everything in his power to develop its 
services in the interests of the Irish people. 

Already the company owns seventeen fine 
vessels, and as an earnest of jts faith in the 
future of the Free State, it proposes shortly 
to put on two new vessels, for first-class pae- 
senger traffic between Dublin and Liverpool. 
At present the company runs services from 
Dublin to Liverpool, Manchester, Belfast, Fal- 
mouth, Plymouth, Southampton, Portsmouth, 
and London. Twelve a week run to tho 
Mersey, while the services to the South Coast 
are limited to five a fortnight. 

It would be difficult to exaggerate the im- 
portance of a good line of merchant shipping 
to the new Ireland. . Whatever may be the 
form of government under which we may be 
destined to live, we shall continue. to be de- 
pendent on our cross-Channe] services for 
a large part of our national income, Mr, Barry 
may be trusted to provide the ships; it will be 
the task of the Irish people to supply thei 
' and those people who are always 
talking about direct lines to the Continent 
should remember that no nation is going to 
send goods direct to Ireland unless it gets 
EE Ed back in return. 
unilatera _ Overseas trade, and until Irish 
industry is in a position to manufacture the 
sort of goods which are needed on the 
Continent most of the talk about direct lines 
will continue to be moonshine. | 

Next to his work for his company, the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board, of which he | is 
Chairman, claims most of Mr. Barry's interest. 
He also is on the Council of -the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, a member of the Irish 
Board of the Yorkshire Insurance Company, 
and of the executive body of the Shipping 
Federation. ' 

This many-sided commercial life virtually 
monopolises Mr. Barry’s whole time. He is a 
man of scanty leisure, who works often until 
the sniall hours of the morning, and is abroad 
again the next day while many of us are 
comfortably asleep. Yet he has a farm of 
nearly ninety acres at Cloughran, in which he 
takes a lively interest, and is nearly as good a 
farmer as he is a business man. Ni moir 
about once in a blue moon—he manages: to 
snatch a game of golf from his crowded days. 
But work is his principal pastime, and he 
thrives on it. x

Some Famous Dublin Clergy—A Bilingual

‘scientist, and wrote prose that is the admira- 
tion’ of all who read his Kece Homo. Then 
the Provost of Trinity College, Dr. George 
Salmon, though he eschewed poetry, preached 
sermons that imterested the undergraduates in 
the College Chapel, which is no mean test. It 
has often been stated that. the Irish are the 
most rhetorical race in Europe. This was cer- 
tainly true of them in the past, but if it still 
holds good it is because the standard of oratory 
elsewhere has reached low-water mark. 


MAGEE AND MARTINEAU. 


Of famous Dublin preachers it may be in- 
teresting to recall the names of a few belonging 
to different denominations. Perhaps, the two 
most celebrated are. William Connor Magee, 
Archbishop of York, and Dr, Martineau,. the 
London Unitarian preacher. It is not generally 
denown thai, Dr. Martineau held his first charge 
as the minister of a non-subscribing Presby- 
terian congregation in Mary's Abbey, Dublin. 
Of course, the greater part of his long life was 

in London, but his apprenticeship, so to 
speak, was served in Dublin, and, therefore, he 
may fairly be included in the list of Irish 
preachers. Magee was ordained for the curacy 
of St. Thomas's Church, Marlborough street, 
and was afterwards Rector of Enniskillen, and 
later Dean of the Chapel Royal. He was 
Auditor of the College Historical Society, 
and, instead of reading his Auditor's 
address, he delivered it without even a 
note of any kind. No wonder that the young 
man who had the confidence to attempt such a 
feat was acclaimed in after life the finest orator 
in the House of Lords. His speech against the 
Disestablishment of the Irish Church, though 
it is said to have influenced two or three votes, 
was, of course, unavailing; but, altogether apart 
from its sustained eloquence, it is well worth 
reading now, as exactly what he foretold has 
happened. He anticipated, however, that these 
events would have occurred twenty-five years ago. 
At that time he was Bishop of ats oe 
which See he got on the recommendation of 
Earl Beaconsfield, who happened to hear him 
preach in the Chapel Royal, and remarked to 
the Lord Lieutenant “ that he was far too able 
a man to leave in Ireland!’’ The purport, how- 
ever, of this article is to deal briefly with a 
few preachers whose reputation may be con- 
sidered as local. 

There was a Dr., Kirwan, originally a Roman 
Catholic priest, who was so famous as an advo- 
cate for charities that tradition says when 
he pleaded the cause of widows and 
orphans the ladies in the congregation were 
moved to that extent by his eloquence 
that not infrequently they took off their 
jewellery and placéd it on the collecting plates. 

here is an old engraving of this divine in 
which he is represented preaching in a Goneva 
gown, with a number of charity children seated 
round the pulpit. His face was attractive and 
penevolent-locking, and in stature he must 
have been above the ordinary height. In those 
days the art of stenography was little practised, 
which accounts for the fact that no report of 
his discourses seems to have come down to 
posterity. Probably, however, it was lus 
manner more than his matter that was so 
attractive. 


A CURATE'S TRIAL’ 


This myst have been the case with Jchn 
Gregg, of Trinity Church, afterwards Bishop 
of Cork, for his sermons are nearly unreadable, 
though crowds always packed to any church 
that he preached in.

Gregg did not appear, for he purposely had 

at one of the far ends .of 
the erty - to test. whether the reader’s voice 
could be heard. - At the conclusion of the 
First Lesson, however, he walked up to the 
reading desk, and whispered into the ears of 
the astonished young clergyman—‘‘ You'll do.'' 

Some short time before Gregg, the Reverend 
W. H. Krause drew large audiences to the 
Bethesda. He was of German origin. as the 
name suggests, and had originally been a 
Cavalry officer. Mr. Krausé was a strong Cal- 
viniet. for which reason some people did not care 
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to imprison life in watertight.compartmenta. In |’ 
i he seems "the sheen ; 


for his preaching. He was a great friend of 
Mr. Benjamin Lee Guinness, who liberally sup- 

rted his church. Mr. Krause’s sermons and 
ectures were published after his death. They 


~~ 


are intensely devotional, but not distinguished 
ced by any special thought or literary excel- 
ence. 

Bethesda Church, now a cinema house, was 
always remarkable for its preachers. Here at 
different times ministered Fleury, and Alcock, 
and the Reverend Frederick Dowling, a g: eat 
hiebrew. scholar and expositor. He was as well 
a natural ovator, possessed of a magnificent 
voice. For years he was minister at Christ 
Church,.Kingstown, then known as the Hethel, 


and used to narrate a strange experience that, 


fell to his lot one Sunday evening. He had 
preached on that mysterious character, Mel- 
chigedek, and, when in the vestry room 
taking off his gown, a knock came to 
the door and a somewhat seody-looking 
individuai inwoduced himself, saying that he 
wished to tell the preacher how much in- 
terested he had been im his fine discourse. He 
then hinted that the loan of the ridiculously 
small sum of half-a-crown would not be un- 
acceptable (he probably had read more about 
Dick Swiveller than King  Melchizedek). 
Whether he got it or not, the narrator. did 
not teil. 


ACHILLES DAUNT. 


Coming to more modern times, mention must 
be made of the Reverend Achilles Daunt, who 
was one of the most popular preachers ever in 
the city. In his time it was next to im- 
possible to get a seat in St. Matthias’ Church, 
and folding seats were attached to most of 
the pew doors which accommodated one person, 
much as the wobbling, moveable seat does in 
tram cars at present. Mr. Daunt afterwards 
became Dean of Cork. He dpclined the 
Bishopric, thinking that a local clergyman had 
the first claim on the See He was much be- 
loved in Dublin, particularly by the young, in 
whom he took a spegial interest, and died at 
a comparatively early age. 

Then there was Bishop Reichel of Meath, and 
Henry Grattan Guinness, who seceded from the 
Church and became connected with the Merrion 
Hali. The Bishop was a graduate of a German 
University, as well as of Oxford and Dublin. 
Mr. Guinness resided in his later years princi- 
pally on the Continent, and preached as 
eloquently in French as in English. 

Perhaps the last of the great. Dublin preachers 
was Canon F. F. Carmichael, of the Magdalen 
Chapel, Leeson street. His promotion to high 
office in the Church would have been certain 
only for the broad church opinions that he ex- 
pressed. He was a friend of Mr. Stopford 
Brooke, who left the English Church and at- 
tached himself to the Unitarian body. 

Speculative opinions never found a congenial 
soil in Ireland, no more than did High Church 
views. “It will be remembered that when Dean 
Stanley was appointed by the Crown to the 
Archbishopric of Dublin the appointment had 
to be cancelled, as the Irish clerevmen refused 
to aceept him. Thus Dublin lost the services 
of a man who was a scholar, a poet, and a 
preacher of the first order. In addition to 
which he was possessed of ample private means, 
and was a supporter of literature and art.

Rutland square Church has had other 
preachers quite as good as Dr. Hall. The 
Reverend A. C. Murphy, for instance, who went 
from there to London, and the Reverend David 
McKee, who died in New Zealand, where he had 
gone to try and prolong his life, as he developed 
consumption. Another gifted preacher was Mr. 
Morrison, of the Union Chapel, Abbey” street, 
who was esteemed very highly by a large 
following. 

The late Reverend Sir J. P. Mahaffy some years 
ago wrote a booklet on the decadence of modern 
preaching, in which the subject is fully dealt 
with. Those who are interested in the matter 
would do well to consult it. While many per- 
sons regret that sermons are not. up to the 
standard of what they were some decades ago, 
one point, however, is satisfactory—they are 
much shorter. The time-limit used to be from 
45 to 50 minutes; this has now been reduced to 
15 or 20 minutes, and the shorter of the two is 
considered quite long enough.

Students of breeding know that The Baron 
firmly established a family tree by siring the 
mighty Stockwell, a stallion whose successes 
were sO Many so important that even now, 
in the fifty-second year after his death, he is 
termed ‘‘ The Emperor of Stallions.” 

The Baron, and his dam, Echidna, were both 
bred by Mr. George Watts, at Jockey Hall, 
Curragh, the latter in 1838 and the former in 
1842. There were those who said that the first 
foal of a three-year-old mare could not be of 
much value, but The Baron’s case exploded 
that fallacy for once and for all. 

Mr. Watts thought so little of Echidna that 
he sought to get rid of ‘her. He offered her 
to a cbraymen for £20, but the clergyman 
thought her “dear at a score,” and in the hope 
of meeting him, Mr. Watts—an ancestor of 
the well-known racing official, Mr. R. McK. 
Waters—said that he would reduce the price, His 
clerical friend, however, refused to have any- 
thing to do with a thoroughbred mare. 

Realising that he could not get rid of 
Echidna, Ar. Watts decided to breed from 
ber. ' He sent her ‘to Birdcatcher, and the re- 
sult of the union was The Baron. 


THE TWO BARONS, 


Mr. Watts was very highiy pleased with 
Echidna’s foal, and his visitors were expected 
to praise the bairn. Most of Mr. Watis’ 
visitors agreed that the foal was ‘ promising,” 
but there was an exception to the general rule, 
He was a German Baron.

When at the stud. he sired a 
few useful horses, but only by a single thread 
is hie name preserved in pedigrees at the pre- 
sent day.

- SUPERIOR: TO 
MAN. 
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Ants Wonderful 
Architecture. 
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N looking at our modern apartment houses, 
with all of their improvements for ven 
tilation and even temperature (says the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger), we are given 
a surprise when we see that the winte 

ants, or termites, have enjoyed these advantages 
for no one knows how long. The audacity and 
vastness of the labour undertaken, by these 
insects, and the ingenious foresight by which 
they insure to their delicate larve a comfort 
able youth, are startling. As, architects, these 
insects show themselves superior to man, ae 
into consideration his enormous size compare 
to. theirs, in the art of building. Pillars, 
cupolas, vaults, nothing is too difficult for these 
small and patient labourers. 

The different species of termite are. not 
equally industrious. One species seems to have 
carmed the art of construction to the highest 
point. All the individuals of the species are 
not alike; there exists a polymorphism which 
produces creatures of three sorts: First, the 
soldiers, recognised by their large heads and 
long, sharp mandibles, moved by powerful 
muscles. It is their mission to defend the whole 
colony against its adversaries, and the wounds 
they can produce, fatal to creatures of their 
own ‘size, are painful even to man. The second 
class are the workers, who labour as navvies 
and architects, and take charge of the pupa. 
They form the. great majority of the colony. 
The third class is composed of but two, the 
king and queen. 

The lofty nest constitutes a hillock in the 
form of a cupola. The interior arrangement is 
very complicated and at the same time very 
well adapted to the life of the inhabitants 
There are four storeys in all, covered by the 
general exterior whlis. The walls of the dome 
are very thick and at the base they measure 
from sixty to eighty centimetres. The-clay in 
drying attains the hardness of brick. 


THE CATACOMBS. ‘ 


At the lower part are subterranean passages— 
the catacombs of the termites, which have a 
very close analogy with those of old and popu- 
lous human cities. Their origin is similar: they 
are ancient quarries. The insects hollowed them 
in obtaining the necessary clay for their labours. 
Later, when the raing come, they serve as 
drains to carry off the water which might 
threaten to invade the dwelling. 

The centre of the ground is occupied by the 
royal chamber. Around this, and communicat- 
ing with it by means of numerous entrances, 
are a number of celle used by the attendants 
of the queen. These little chambere are sur 
rounded by a labyrinth of rfassages. The 
central room and its dependencies constitute a 
solid mass, around which other chambers are 
grouped. The whole space between it and the 
general wall is filled by

Within them are piled ug the Provisions which 
the termites harvest every day. The food stores 
consist largely of gums and the juices of plants, 
dried and pulverised so as to form a fine pow. 
der. Access to this property is given by means 
of large corridors, which cross one another and 
conduct to the outside through the horizontal! 
galleries traversing the. wall. 

Above the whole of this groufid floor rests a 
thick vault of clay, which forms a strong floor 
for the first story. This ie composed of only a

These 
columns are more than a yard in height. It 
Is a gigantic cathedral, in which the hiliputian 
architects have displayed considerable art.

external wall it is sufficiently renewed for the 
purposes of respiration, without too great @ 
change in temperature. 


PROTECTING THE YOUNG. 


The second story rests on the first. To this 
the eggs are brought, and here the larve go 
through their evolution. Partitions of clay 
divide the space into a few large halls and 
these are again subdivided, this time not by 
earth, which is employed throughout the rest 
of the building, but by materials of a more 
delicate nature, which are, moreover, very bad 
conductors of heat. It is a question, in fact, of 
maintaining these little chambers at an almost 
even temperature, favourable for the develop- 
ment of the eggs. The substances utilised for 
this purpose are fragments of wood and of 
gum. The termites glue them together, and 
thus form walls of these important cells. 

The arrangement of the top story is also 
disposed with a view of protecting the young 
who are the future of the city. It constitutes 
the attic, situated just beneath the cupola, 
and contains. absolutely nothing; it simply 
serves to mterpose beneath the summit of the 
edifice and the story below a layer of air, 
which is a bad conductor of heat.

AUCTION BRIDGE. 
FLAG.FLYING.

The word “ flag-fly”’ is an American term 
which means calling higher than the hand 
justifies, in the Mope of saving the game or 
rubber, by forcing the opponents to bid above 
their strength, or, if the flag-flyer’s call stands, 
that the loss incurred will be smaller than if 
the adversaries had won the rubber. 

Players cannot hope to succeed at Bridge un- 
less they are prepared to run risks, but there 
is a great difference between taking reasonable 
risks and flag-flying. The latter should only be 
indulged in when the state of the game war- 
rants it, on the principle that “desperate 
diseases require desperate remedies.”’ 

Few players are aware that, if they lose the 
first game, the odds against their winning the 
rubber are three to one, and, therefore, at this 
stage they should not under any circumstances 
flag-fly. However, when the score is game all, 
matters are different, as the rubber usually 
means at least 300 points to the winner. 

Beginners should be chary of indulging in 
flag-flying, as it not imfrequently happens that 
their partners are pursuing the same tactics, 
with the result of a severe penalty. With four 
honors, or at least ace, king, queen of a suit, 
the adversaries are not so likely to double, and, 
if novices find it necessary to overbid, they 
should do so on hands similar to this. 

Advanced players can generally calculate the 
number of tricks by whch their contract will 
fail, and, as over-calling is usually doubled; 
they seldom bid more than one trick above the 
value of the hand, or, at the most, two. 

Mr. F. E. Foster, the American writer, in his 
book, “Foster on Auction,” gives some 
authentic records of the results of rubbers 
played at the Knickerbocker Whist Club a few 
years ago, whieh I am sure will be of interest 
to readers. One thousand rubbers were played, 
which took 5,173 deals to decide. 

Average points per rubber, 379. 
2,342 hands went game by scoring 30 or 


more. 
1,613 failed to fulfil the contract. 
1,062 stopped short of age 
156 went game by the aid of « partial 
score. 
These statistics will, no doubt, surprise many

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HERE are few more imposing ruins 
in the world, certainly there is none 
mm Ireland, than the splendid group 
which crowns the summit of the Rock of 
Cashel. ‘* Nothing,” says Mr. Stephen 
Gwynn “is bettér worth seeing, nothing less 
often seen by the tourist.” Situat® in the 
beautiful Golden. Vale of Tipperary, and ris- 
ing abruptly from the smiling plain which 
stretthes from Slievenamon to Slieve Plielim, 
this great, solitary, ruined-crowned rock is a 
never-to-be-forgotten sight. “ Once a military 
position of great importance, it is just the size 
of the “bit” which is missing from the Devil's 
Bit Mountain near Templemore, and traditien 
has it, that, in order to let his sheep cross the 
top more easily, his satanic majesty bit this 
substantial chunk out of the mountain.

THE RUINS.

This 
prelate was at that moment one of Kildare s 
accusers, but when one of those present said 
“ Ail Ireland cannot rule this man,’ Henry 
convinced that Kildare was not guilty of all 
with which he was charged, and, no doubt, 
amused by his blunt reply, exclained: '' Then 
he shel) rule all Ireland,” and appointed him 
Lord Lieutenant. 

The Cathedral was used for Protestant wor- 
ship until ‘‘the Gothic reign of Archbishop 
Price ’’—ever since anathematised for his act of 
vandalism in having the choir unroofed, in 
which destructive work a regiment of soldiers 
was employed. The Rev. G. N. Wright said, 
nearly a century ago, that Arch- 
bishop Price, who succeeded to the 
See of Cashel in 1744, ‘‘ commenced the 
Cromwellian mode of beautifying a country 
by. converting its noblest siructures into 
ruins.” Price’s predecessor, 
Archbishop Bolton, wrote to Dean Swift . .

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Lesa than a hundred years ago Lansdowne 
road, which is so well known to al! Dubliners, 
was called Watery lane, and was littlo more 
than a ditch, along which people having busi- 
ness at Haig’s Distillery, on the Dodder, at 
about where Herbert Bridge now stands, picked 
their. careful way across stepping-stones.
